NOTIFICATION 

The following amendments to the Life Insurance Cor¬ 
poration Regulations 1956 were approved by the Central 
Government on the 21st October 1957 and are notified 
as under: — 

(A) Regulation 32—The following words shall be in¬ 
serted at the end of sub-Regulation (vii)(b); 

''or if a member undertook the journey by air one 
and one fifth times the air passage to and from the 
place of the meeting;” 

(B) Regulation 34~The following shall be inserted as 
new sub-Regulation (v) and the existing sub-Regulations 
(v), (vi) and (vii) shall be re-numbered as (vi), (vii) and 
(vhi): — 

"The remuneration and allowances payable to mem¬ 
bers of the policyholders’ Councils shall be as 
follows: 

(a) A fee of Rs, 20 for attending each meeting; 

(b) One and a half times the first-class railway fare 
for the journey made to and from the place of 
the meeting; 

(c) A halting allowance of Rs. 15 per day, the day of 
arrival being counted as half a day and the day 
of departure, if it is not the same as the day of 
arrival, also being counted as half-a-day provided, 
however, the travelling and daily allowance of a 
member who had temporarily gone out of his 
normal place of residence would be calculated as 
if the journey had been made from his normal 
place of residence within the Division,”
